ALLIED WAR WORK 


During the week of June 24th, Gertrude 
Lawrence, her director, John C. Wilson, 
and her supporting company who appear 
with her in The Cape Playhouse per- 
formance of Noel Coward’s PRIVATE 
LIVES, are donating their services and 
The Cape Playhouse is turning over its 
profits to Allied War Work. 

Miss Lawrence is chairman of the Brit- 
ish Workers Committee of the American 
Theatre Wing of the British and French 
Relief Association. This Society was 
founded by Rachel Crothers in 1914 and 
was of great value in relief work dur- 
ing the last World War. Since the re- 
founding of the Committee by Mrs. Win- 
throp W. Aldrich, Gertrude Lawrence 
has been one of its leading and most en- 
thusiastic members. 

Four months ago Miss Lawrence in 
collaboration with Basil Dean, began to 
develop and to finance a very original 
idea which brought about the recording 
of half hour programs by popular enter- 
tainers. After the recordings are made, 
they are sent to England for distribution 
among the soldiers there or abroad. 
Eddie Cantor, Harry Richman and Lily 
Pons are some of the artists who have 
already been recorded. 

Although the talent is donated, the 
recording process costs several hundred 
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dollars. To meet this expense, Miss 
Lawrence eventually hopes for subscrip- 
tions. Credit for such subscriptions will 
be given at the opening of each program.
